In the fourteenth century windows 


were apertures filled with glass so as to 
admit light, but to exclude wind. The 
walls also were frequently hong with 
cloth or tapestry to protect the inmates 
of the room from the many currents of 
air that penetrated the strong but badly 
bmlt walls We learn from vanous an- 
cient documents that it was the duty of 
the serving mon and pages to sweep out 
the principal apartments, but. as the use 
of water is rarely mentioned damp and 
fragrant leavoa and twigs must have 
aided not only in collecting the dust, 
but also toward refreshing the atmos- 
phere in such constantly closed rooms, 
fresh air being only admitted through 
the doors opening on to the battlements 
or balconies.

Now we submit to the gentleman If it 
is not a fact that he has depended upon 
the public for bread and butter, and 
bua not his trade been that of a politi- 
cian for the last twelve or fifteen years? 
Uo receives $6,000 a year by virtue of 
being a politician, which the people are 
obliged to pay, while the editors of tho 
silver papers have to depend upon the 
voluntary patronage of the public, for 
support, and the writer begs leave to 
assure the Judge that nt the present 
time, and since the single gold standard 
was adopted by tha National Govern- 
ment, very many of the people who are 
taxed to pay his salary, have to dispose 
of BO much of their products or their 
labor to get money to pay thoir taxe«j 
that they can ill afford to patronize 
newspapers. If the Judge had so thor 
oaghly studied the financial question 
as he pretends to havo done, ha wool 1 
have discovered era this that Buder the 
.•old standard every taxpayei in No 
/adiv has to aell twice as much prop 
erty or expend twice as much labor for 
each and every one of the $6,000 which 
they pay him annually for salary, as he 
did when gold mid silver weie coined 
for the public at the United States 
Mint. 


Bnt as the Judge tells us he has stud. 


iecl the financial queahon,and this is an 
educational campaign, a reply from His 
Honor to the following might enlighten 
the public: 


la it not a fact that in 1886, whon he 


waa a candidate for District Judge, he 
indorsed a platform in favor of the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver ? 


Is it not a fact that in 1890 when 


candidate for Supreme Jtidgo, he in 
dorsed a similar platform 1 


It it not a fact that m 1894 the Ke 


publican State platform declared free 
coinage to be tho paramount issue, anc 
that be, Judge Bigelow, profersed to be 
a Republican 
notwithstanding tha 


declaration? 


la it not n fact that iu May, 1896, the 


Republican State Convention declared 
for free coinage, and that he. Judge 
Bigelow, continued to bo a Republican 
nevertheless ? 


Is it not a fact that if he, Judge Bige 


low, through study of the flnanoia 
question, changed the opinion, which 
he publicly expressed for years, tha' 
the remonetization of silver would ben 
eflt the country, that he never made 
the change known to the public unti 
after the St. Louis National Convention 
declared against free coinage ? 


If the above are facts, and Judge 


Bigelow will scarcely Bay that they are 
not, is it unreasonable to assume tha 
if the St. Louis Convention had not 
declared against free coinage, Judg< 
Bigelow's study of the question would 
not have changed the opinion which he 
publicly expressed for years, that is 
that free coinage would benefit thi 
jonntry ? 


But, as Judge Bigelow tells us tba 


be has studied the money question 
perhaps be can abed gome light on th< 
following, and mayhap get others t< 
change their opinions, as he admits h 
has: 


la it not a fact that George Washing 


ton, tho father of his i.onutry, signed 
an act of Congress, establishing th 
United States Mint, and opening it t 
the coinage of gold and silver ? 


IB it not a fact that the silver dollar, 


containing 371% grains of fine silver, 
was made the unit of value and a legal 
tender for all debts, public and private 
under Washington's Administration, 
and that the silver dollar had the 
words," one dollsr or unit, one hund- 
red cents," stamped on the coin In the 
mint? 


Is it not a fact that from 1792 to 1873 


gold and silver were coined at the 
mints for the people, subject to certain 
regulations and a nominal cost for 
mintage ? 


IB it not a fact that all tho bonds and 


obligations of the United States Gov- 
ernment are payable in com, and that 
the Congress of tbe United States de- 
fined the word com in Government ob- 
ligations to mean gold or silver coins of 
tbe United States, including the silver 
dollar of 412^ grains of standard sil- 
ver? 


Is it a fact that paying those 


bonfts or obligations in coin is repudia- 
tion, and if it is why Is it ? 


It it not a fact tha tin all the years in 


which the mints were open to gold and 
•liver, that the parity of the metals was 
maintained and silver bullion never 
•old for less than its coinage value ? 


Is it not a fact that Europe boys oar 


•ilver bullion at 66 or 67 cents an 
ounce and doubles tbe value of that 
bullion by coining it, and that tbe pol- 
icy of the single gold standard men Is 


o further depress the price of silver 
julliou and give Europe a greater ad- 
antage ? 
Is it not a fact the gold Republicans 


and tbe gold Democrats admit that the 
ingle gold standard is detrimental to 
he interests of the country, and that 
hey would adopt bimetalism if Eu- 
ope would consent ? 
Is it not a fact that when silver was 
lemonetized that wheat, cotton and 
ither products, of which we produce 
a surplus and which Europe buys in 
his country, purchased twice as many 
dollars as they do now,.and is it un- 
easonable to assume that if silver was 
eatored to its former place the prices 
if those and other products would ad- 
vance with silver ? 


Is it not a fact that the value of prop- 


erty is depreciating under the present 
gold standard, fully as much as Judge 
Bigelow predicts the currency would do- 
preoiato if silver waa remonstized ? 


Is it not a fact that prophecy, a& to 
bo eloet oE the double standard, such 
as emanates from Senator She-man, 
fudge Bigelow and others, is not an ex- 
ict science, as they, so far as the public 
enow, are not endowed with divine at- 
,ributes, are they not as liable to ei r AS 
men who believe that the restoration of 
silver to the place assigned if by the 
fathers of the Republic, would lestoie 
>rospenty to the country ? 


Is it not a fact that the country H uot 
iroaperouB under the single gold stand 
ard, and if it is a fact, why not elect 
Bryan and adopt the doable standard ? 


Now.as Judge Bigelow tells us, he has 


studied the financial question, he cnn 
doubtless disprove any assertion above 
made, if it is not a fact, and, possibly, 
'open the eyes of the people of Ne- 
vada to tbe fraud and folly of the sil 
ver craze." 


The JOURNAL does not believe tuit 


the public will agree with Judge Bige- 
low in construing what it said of him 


"personal abuse." Ho 'occupies nu 


exalted position. His dicHioi annuls 
the acts of Legislatures, disposes of 
the property, the liberty and mayhap 
the lives of citizens, and the fact timt 
he publicly advocated the free find un- 
limited uoinage of silver for many yeais 
and never let the people know that he 
hid changed his opinion until ths St. 
Louis platform was promulgated, uill 
naturally lead people to think that pos- 
sibly his opinions for many years tuck 
may be as erroneous as he now admits 
tbey then wete on the financial ques- 
tion. If he changed hia opinion ou an 
important public question which hud 
been a common subject of discussion 
for many years, it can scarcely be con- 
sidered " personal abuse " to assume 
that he might change his opinion on 
other matters, involving property, lib- 
erty and life.

Eittle Understood. 


EDITOR JOURNAL:— There is onejphase 


of tbe money question that seems. to be 
very 
little 
understood and 
most 


students of finance shun it as being 
too'complicated i'or ordinary compre- 
hension. This difficult problem is the 
relation that the volume of interest- 
bearing debt bears to the volume of 
currency that is available f ov circula- 
tion. 


A correspondent of the Gazette, in his 


criticism of Mr. Leete's article on 
" Money and Property," quotes quite 
extensively from the statistics of the 
Treasury Department to show that 
there has been a large increase, in the 
per capita circulation since 1873. Al- 
though these statistics are grossly ex- 
aggerated, for the purpose of this 
article we will admit them to be cor- 
rect. Now, on one hand, we have a 
volume of money, said to be available 
for circulation, of $1,600,000,000, while 
on the other hand we have a volume of 
interest-bearing debt of $40,000,000, 0,00. 
The average rate of interest on this 
debt is at least 5 per cent per annum, 
or $2,000,000,000 a year. Thegreat bulk 
of tho bonds and mortgages that draw 
thia interest are located in less than 
twenty o£ our largest cities and a haH- 
dozen cities of Europe. 


These securities are the powerful 


magnet that draws the money out of 
circulation, and causes it to lie con- 
gested in the vaults of our bondholding 
enters, and if the Gazette correspond- 
ent, who signs himself "Truth," will 
exainion the map of the United States 
in conueo Lion with the reports of the 
financial institutions he will find that 
;he currency circulation of the United 
States ia very sectional in its nature, 
and is confined almost wholly to a very 
jinited number, while tho great mass 
of the people do not average a circula- 
tion of $1 per capita. 


Wo have been taking the advice of 


England, and have borrowed according 
;o directions until we have borrowed 
;he same money thirty times over. The 
vaults of tbe money centers have re 
jeatedly been increased or enlarged^- 
not to hold an increase of currency, 
but to hold the enormous increase ol 
bonds and mortgages, and as the vol- 
ume of debt piles higher the ability t 
pay becomes less, prices go lower, and 
any attempt to enforce the collection of 
debts causes a panic which results in 
the confiscation of the debtors' prop- 
erty. 


It would be of great service to the 


people if the Treasury 
Department 


when it makes up its circulation sta 
tistics, would go a little more into de 
tail, and define where this circulation 
is located. If they should do this the 
report would read aboat as follows: 


'Amount reported in circulation 


$1,600,000,000. Deduct $400,000,000 for 
overestimate. 


"Amount of interest and dividend 


money lying in vaults subject to the 
demand of the Europeans, $300,000,000 


"Bank reserve for the payment o 


$4,500,000,000 of deposits, $500,000,000. 


"Amount in State, county, municipal 


insurance companies and corporation 
vaults other than banks, $130,000,000. 


"Amount in circulation among thi 


plain people, $70,000,000, or about $1 
per capita." 


This style of making up circulation 


statistics would bo of great service to 
the people, and would enable them to 
see where the $22 per capita was lo 
cated.

GOLDBUO INCONSISTENCIES. 


Bryan ;SUoWB Them up to tbe People. 


In his speech at Grafton, WeBt.Vir- 


giuia, William J. Bryan said: 


"My friends, I want you to remem- 


ber jthat in this campaign those who 
advocate the free coinage ,of silver, are 
the only ones that have a system of 
finance that they are willing to lay be- 
fore the American people. We are not 
saying that the silver dollar be ohahged 
nor that the gold dollar be changed, 
but that the Amarican people shall 
have an option to have jboth,gold dol- 
lars and silver dollars to do business 
with. (Applause and a voice: "How 


bout the 53-cent dollar f") 
"Some ask 'how about the 53-cent 
.ollar?' 
Well, now my frtends, .1 have 


mown people who have baen without 
.ollars so long that a 53-cjsnt dollar 
*ould be a godsend to them' (laughter 
nd applause), bat, my friends, they 
did not cell the silver dollar a 53-cent 


ollar when silver was treated like 


gold. 
Prior to 1873, the silver dollar 


a dollar and three-cent dollar, 


measured by gold. 
They told us that 


hey wanted to get rid of the 53-cent 
dollar because it was too good, and 
now they do not want to brjng it back 
Because it ia not good enough. 


They told us teat they wanted to 


demonetize it, because it went abroad, 
and now they are afraid to remonetize 
t for fear it will P,Q»e back. (Ap- 
plause.) When our mints were open to 
he free coinage of gold and silver on 
equal terms, we did not have any 
:rouble about silver bsing a cheap dol- 
ar, and when we open our mints again 
;o silver on an equal footing with gold, 
;here will ba nobody to complain of 
53-cent dollars, because a sUvec dollar 
will be^worthaa much as a gold dollar 
\\erv and 
anywhere in the world."

A Severe Gold Wave About the 16th

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., October 2. — My 


last bulletin gave forecasts of the 
storm wave to cross the continent from 
October 1st to 5th and 7th to llth. 


The second disturbance of October 


will reach tho Pacific coast about tb 
12tb, cross the west of Rockies country 
by close of 13th, the great central val 
leys 14th to 16tb, and the Eastern statei 
thelTth. 


The warm wave will cross the west o 


Bockies country about th'e 12tb, the 
great central valleys the 13th, and the 
Eastern J3tates the 16th. 


The cool wave will cross the west o 


Bockies country about the 15th, grea 
central valleys the 17th, and Eastern 
States the 19th. 


The notable feature of this disturb 


ance will be the cool wave mentionec 
above, and scheduled to cross tbe con 
tinent from the 15th to 19th. It will be 
a cold wave, and will cause much snow 
and freezing ia northern latitudes, and 
killing frosts in the northern part o 
the cotton belt. 


This disturbance will also bring the 


heaviest rains pf the month to thi 
Southern States, and inaugurate the 
coolest week of the month. 


The temperature of the week from 


October 4th to 10th will average more 
above the normal than any other week 
of the month, and during that week 
the most severe storms of the mouth 
will occur. 


This—from the 4th to-lOth^will be 


what I term the high temperature storm 
period to distinguish it from the low 
temperature storm period that wil 
occur from the 18th to 24th.

He Knew What the Demonetisation of 


Silver Would I)o. 


The following extracts from the i e- 


port of H. ,B. Linderman, Director of 
the Mint to the Secretary of the. Treas- 
ury for the fiscal year ending Juno 30, 
1873. The report ia dated Washington, 
Noverber 1,1873, and on page seven- 
teen says:

'The countries adopting gold as the 


sole measure of value have,, as a neces- 
sary consequence, assigned a subsi- 
diary position for silver. 
This system 


increases the use of gold as money, and 
decreases that of silver for .the same 
purpose, or in other words, enhances 
tho value- of the one and depreciates 
that of the other." 


On page twenty-one the report con- 


tinues: 


"The gradual adoption of the gold 


standard, and consequent demonetiza- 
tion of silver, will of course be follow- 
ed by an increase in tho valus of gold, 
or what is the same thing, a decrease in 
the price of articles measured by it. 
Indeed it is quite certain that tbia 
effect is already perceptible in some 
portions of Europe, Bo that as it may, 
however, it is safe to assume that Ger- 
many will soon have substituted three 
hundred millions of gold for silver 
heretofore used 09 standard money, 
and that Denmark, Sweden and Nor- 
way will soon require nearly as much 
more in consequence of changing their 
standard from eilver to gold. 
Now, 


add to the foregoing the requirements 
of France and the United States in the 
.near future, and it wftl be readily 
understood that gold must appreciate 
in value. 


"It is true that the mines of tho 


world produco annually about 
ono 


lundred millions qf gold, but in con- 
sidering this as a stock to bo drawn 
upon for coinago, it must ba retnem- 
jered that the consumption of gold in 
;he arts has largely increased during 
the laet twanty-threo yearn, and now 
approximates t-u about twenty-five mil- 
iipns per annum. 


'It is not within tho provinco of this 


report to consider or discuss the bear- 
ing of tho above-stnted fects upon 
flntiaci.il questions, and I will there- 
fore dismiss Hie subject with.the re- 
mark that oovmtries, however wealthy 
and prosperous, caniior,, even with tho 
aid of bills of -exchange, maintain an 
excltiaively metallic currency, iuid thill 
the use of paper money as an auxil* 
i»ry to and convertible into coin is 
more likely to Increase than diminish 
in the future." * # »
